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This is a decision on the petition, filed January 11, 2006 and resubmitted July 3, 2006, 
under 37 CFR 1 .183 to correct the assignee's name on the front of the Patent. The 
petition is treated under 37 CFR 3.81 (b)^ 

The petition is GRANTED . 

Petitioner states that the name of the second assignee, lA, Inc., was inadvertently 
omitted from the Fee(s) Transmittal form PTOL-85(b). Accordingly, petitioner requests 
that a certificate of correction be issued to reflect the name of the second assignee on 
the front page of the Letters Patent.

Further, the copy of the recorded assignment reflects 
that I A, Inc. is an assignee of an undivided one half interest in the patent identified 
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above. Accordingly, as the request complies with the provisions of 37 CFR 3.81(b), it 
would be appropriate for a certificate of correction to issue.
